A SAD TOCOME. 


Jadge EUett Welcomes the President to 
Memphis and Dies Five Minutes 
After the Ceremonies. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct 16.—The presi- 
dential procession moved at 9:45 this 
morning and the streets were never be- 
fore so crowded with people. The for- 
mal reception began at the court house 
square at 10:30. The formal speech of 
welcome wa<i delivered by Judge H. T. 
Ellett, of the chancery court, who spoke 
for Memphis and the south. He ex- 
tended a hearty webome and the free- 
dom of the city. He said: "Among 
other things, one great and important 
interest in the progress of things be- 
came sectionalized and out of it arose a 
question of constitutional interpreta- 
tion, which was regarded 
by 
the 
southern 
people 
as 
so 
vital 
to their rights and interests, that they 
committed their solution of it to the ar- 
bitration of arms, but, Mr. President, 
they have accepted the result of the 
struggle as a final settlement of all the 
questions in dispute. As one practical 
result accomplished by the conflict the 
theory of the right of a state to with- 
draw from the federal compact was over- 
thrown and the indestructibility of the 
American union was established on the 
firmest foundation. It is settled beyond 
appeal that for all the abuses and griev- 
ances that may arise from the action of 
the general government, a remedy must 
hereafter be sought within the pale of 
the union and under the forms of law." 


President Cleveland 
replied, 
re- 
counting the history of Memphis, its vi- 
cissitudes and its present condition, in- 
cluding much statistical information. 
In reference to Judge Elletts remarks, 
he said: "The patriotic sentiment ex- 
pressed in your behalf by your honored 
fellow citizen in his address of welcome, 
I am sure I may say, will be generously 
responded to by your country men of the 
North. They want, I believe, rest from 
the sectional bitterness. The business 
interests of our people are too alert and 
intelligent to be sacrificed or injured by 
seifish appeals to passion, which should 
be allayed. They only insist that all the 
results of the arbitration of arms, to 
which reference here has been made, 
shall be fullv retained and enforced." 


Judge H. T. Ellett, who made the 
welcoming address to the president, died 
on the stand before the ceremonies were 
over. He was overcome with the heat, 
and removed from the stand, and died 
five minutes after the president left for 
the Cotton exchange. Dr. Bryant, of 
the presidential party, remained with 
Judge Ellett till he died. The news has 
been kept from the president. 


The presidential leception 
to the 
public in the hall of the Cotton exchange 
was an hour in length. 
The president 
and his wife were assisted by Postmaster 
General and Mrs. Yilas. From the ex- 
change the party was escorted to the 
train and at 1 o'clock left for Nashville. 


The president was deeply shocked 
when told of Judge Ellett's death and 
expresses warm sympathy with his fam- 
ily.

In other words, Mr. Qat- 
rett was not only dumbfounded when he 
heard of the sale, but that his astonish- 
ment was intensified when he heard that 
certain cablegrams of vital importance, 
which he sent, did not reach those to 
whom they were intended and that the 
negotiations were concluded in conse- 
quence.

Officers and detectives are 
now in hot pursuit and large rewards are 
offered tor the capture of the robbers.

producers and markets, is enlightened 
selfishness, the bosiness charity that be- 
longs at home. It is a high duty every 
man in the community owes to that 
community, as a whole, and to each 
member thereof, as individuals. 


Indiana's Live Stock. 


From reports received from the state 
bureau of statistics, it appears that the 
live stock business in Indiana this year 
is in a particularly flourishing condition 
In 1887 there were reported 533,257 
horses and 56,989 mules. 16,729 horses 
and 1,600 mules died from diseases. 
There were 1.303,150 cattle, exclusive of 
milch cows, and 476,201 of the latter, an 
increase of 81,701 over the previous 
year, and the deaths from disease among 
the cattle numbered 6,258. Of the 1,- 
394,045 sheep in the state, 31 800 were 
killed by dogs and 42,212 died. 
There 
were 2,196,068 hogs fattened and 1,605,- 
180 stock hogs, the deaths numbering 
553,692. 
The live stock slaughtered 
were as follows: Cattle, 297,817; hogs, 
1,245,591; sheep, 79,734,

having requested a servant to pour 
some water from a basin, he declined, 
on the plea that it was contrary to his 
oaste. 
The marquis sternly drew out 
his watch and said, "It is now so-and-so 
o'clock; if before so-and-so I am not 
obeyed, I shall discharge not only you, 
but every man of your caste in Gov- 
ernment House." 
And thia threat is 
said to have proved effectual; for in 
many cases the distinction of caste

disinclination to undergo fatigue. Thus 
wages are low; and it is only by the ex- 
ercise of the most rigid case and frugal- 
ity that the Hindoo workman or laborer 
and his family can live; and they cer- 
tainly limit their wants to suit their 
means; and so instead of seeking by 
harder work to better their circum- 
stances, they are content to dwell in 
huts, to feed on pulse and chupatties, 
vegetables, and ghee or oil; tobacco and 
betel-leaf being their only luxuries.
